Barn And Other Buildings on First Annual Convention And 
Farm of George Hines, Fired 
by Lightning. 


ANIMALS

Picnic Will be Held in

Lightning Struck Two Homes in Get­ 
tysburg During Heavy Storm Mon­ 
day Afternoon. 


While the entire family were in 
the mountains picking huckleberies, 
Monday afternoon, lightning struck 
the barn on the farm belonging to 
George Hines, two miles south of 
Centre Mills, and it, 
with the out­ 
buildings, was completely destroyed. 
Two mules, a horse and a registered 
brood sow were 
burned to death. 
Through the efforts of neighbors the 
house was saved. 
The loss to Mr. Hines is estimated 
at $4,000 and is partly ^overed by in­ 
surance. 
An instant after the barn 
was 
struck by lightning, the entire build­ 
ing was in flames, it seemed. 
Neigh­ 
bors gathered quickly and soon 150 
men were attempting to save animals 
and farm implements from the burn­ 
ing 
buildings. 
Five hogs and 
a 
flock of chickens were rescued. 
Then 
a bucket brigade was formed and at­ 
tention turned to the house, which wj 
threatened. 
So rapidly did the fire 
spread that nothing could be done to 
save the other buildings. 
Mr. Hines’ entire wheat and rye 
crop was destroyed and a quantity of 
hay. 
The cowl? were in the field at 
the time and they escaped.

trap did no business.

Authorizing and directing the re ­ 
construction and permanent improve­ 
ment of certain portions of Hanover 
and Washington streets 
in Gettys­ 
burg, 
P a., providing 
for the 
cost 
thereof, and preventing the digging 
up of the 
same for a period 
of five 
years. 
Be it enacted and ordained by the 
Burgess and Borough Council of the 
Borough of Gettysburg, Adams Coun­ 
ty, Penna., and it 
is hereby enacted 
and 
ordained by 
authority of 
the 
same; 
Section I. 
T hat the following por­ 
tions 
of Hanover 
and 
Washington 
streets in said Borough be graded, re­ 
constructed and permanently improved 
a width of eighteen feet in the centre 
of the drive—or carriage—way there­ 
of with reinforced concrete under the 
plans, specifications and requirements 
of the State Highway Commissioner of 
the Commonwealth of Penna., viz.: 
Hanover street—BEGINNING at iron 
pin distant SE 84.5 feet from the cen­ 
tre of the intersection of Liberty and 
Hanover streets, 
and thence 
South 
eighty four and one half degrees east 
—eleven hundred 
and twenty 
three 
(1123) feet to an iron pin at the east­ 
ern side of the intersection of Fourth 
street 
with 
said 
Hanover 
street; 
Washington street—BEGINNING 
at 
an iron pin at the southern curb line 
of Railroad street a t its intersection 
with 
North Washington 
street, and 
thence 
extending 
southerly—eight 
hundred twenty six and five-tenth 
(826.5) 
feet to an 
iron pin at the 
southern side of the intersection of 
West Middle street with South W ash­ 
ington street; and that the necessary 
drainage be supplied therefor.

Lutherans of This Synod Gave $8,403 
to Orphanage. 


Lutheran congregations in this and 
adjacent 
counties 
comprising 
the 
West Pennsylvania synod contributed 
$8,403.10 toward the support 
of the 
Tressier Orphans’ home at Loysville* 
Perry county, during the past year, 
according to the

George E . Neff, York, treasurer of

$2,003.90 less 
than donated by 
the 
churches and Sunday schools of the 
synod during the previous year and 
is probably due to $21,524.34 being 
raised for the synod’s junior dormi­ 
tory which was built at the home and 
completed this spring.
